Our growing national aversion to violence 1s 
not the result of fear, lack of patriotism, emasculation 
or blindness to justice, but to a strengthening con- 
viction that it is unnecessary; that the human mind 
can gain more than the powder mine; that education 
is more effective than enforced legislation; that the 
wheels of justic, which grind slow, grind exceeding 
fine. 

America is the apostle of that inevitable evolu- 
tionary period when the intellect will be man’s one 
weapon, leaving futile violence to savage beasts.

LESSON IN HOME DRESSMAKING 


Costume Shp that is Sure to Enhance Smart Lines of 
Frocks for Formal and Informal Use

| ON ee rene: 


ANY things contribute to tue importance of the costume slip 
this season. Not only is it worn independently under many 
of the one- and two-piece frocks, but it forms an essential 


The slip pictured has the left of the back 
lapped over the right, the extension being 
stitched across the upper edge. It hangs 
- free below the stitching, and is finished with 
a hem. 


To copy the slip for medium _ size 
requires 25g yards 36-inch material. Before 
attempting to cut the garment, lay the tissue 
on the material exactly as shown in the 
cutting guide. Then mark each number and 
perforation. The number of each step of the 
construction corresponds with the number 


of the notch or perforation to which it 
refers. 


Close the underarm seams of slip, then 
hem the upper edge. Next, turn hem on 
extension on left back C on line of smal] 
perforations. Lap left back over right to 
line of medium perforations, with center- 
backs, notches at upper back edges and 
the lower edges even. Stitch to position. 
Leave the left back free below perforations. 


Finish the slip by sewing the shoulder 
strap underneath the hem at the upper 
edge. 

Lace may be added if desired. The 
decoration of the slip depends upon its 
material and the purposes for which it is to
